Garner Irritates Sneil. 

Before naming conferees, Speak- 
er Garner told the House he had 
planned to appoint himself, Rep- 
resentative Snell, the Republican 
leader, and Representative Rainey, 
the Democratic leader: but that he 
had been compelled to do other- 
wise because Snell “declined to 
accept the responsibility.” 

Snell, apparently irritated. arose 
and said: “The Speaker has said 
I did net want to accept the re- 
sponsibility.

SENATE RETURNS

WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
Senate today sent the National 
Economy Bill back to conference 
with the House for further adjust- 
ment of disputed sections. 

The action was taken without a 
record vote after various provi- 
sions of the bill had been sharply 


criticized. 
By a separate viva voce vote, the 


Senate disagreed to changes made 
by the House in the payless “fur- 
lough plan” for Government em- 
ployes, which provides the bulk 


of the savings. 

Opposing the actiss, Senator 
Bratton (Dem.), New Mexico, one 
of the conferees, warned the Sen- 
ate that it would “render more in 
doubt whether we are to have an 
economy bill or not.” 

The conference report was at- 
tacked particularly on the ground 
that the bill as revised would do 
injustice to elderly Government 
employes by forcing their retire- 
ment and to married persons when 
both husband and wife are in the 
Federal service. As the measure 
stands one member of such a cou- 
ple would be dismissed first in any 
reduetion of personnel 

Principal savings in the bill are 
based on reduction in the Federal 
payroll, obtained through a month's 
compulsory payless furlough for 
the majority of the workers, and 
flat pay cuts for those who are in- 
dispensable. There is an exempt- 


less a year. The House accepted 
the Senate’s furlough plan, but 
broadened it. 

The provision that, where man 
and wife, living together, are work- 
ing for the Government and a per- 
sonnel reduction is necessary, one 
or the other must be discharged 
before any other employes, was 
declared -by Senator Reed (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, as “busting up 
homes,” compelling couples with 
children to support to separate. 

In addition, the bill authorizes 
indefinite furloughs in the discre- 
tion of department heads, when- 
ever the curtailed appropriations 


made by Congress this year fail to 
carry the full complement of em- 
ployes. 

Authority is given the President 
to make certain departmental mer- 
gers or reorganizations. This is 
expected to result in some savings. 

There was an hour and a half 
of fruitless debate on the bill yes- 
terday.

Joseph Feigenbutz, on | 
Stand, Asserts Cleaning 
Shop Was Not Center of 
Operations for 7 Stills. 


The case against Joseph Feigen- 
butz and three others, charged with 
conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
tion jaws, was given to a jury in 
Federal Judge Faris’ court today, 
after three days had been spent in 
presenting the evidence. 

Feigenbutz, Republican politician 
and professionali bondsman, was 
described in the closing argument 
for the Government as tne “master 
mind” of a liquor syndicate which 
operated seven stills in St. Louis 
and three nearby counties. Named 
with him in the indictment are his 
brother, Henry, Addis McCarthy 
and Arthur Ramsey. 

The defense presented only two 
witnesses, Joseph Feigenbutz and 
McCarthy. Feigenbutz, who oper- 
ates a dyeing and cleaning shop at 
2205 South Broadway, which pro- 
hibition agents described as a focal 
point in the movement of trucks 
and automobiles to and from the 
various stills, denied that any un- 
usual activities were carried on 
there. 

Tells of Calls of Friends. 

He was born in that vicinity 37 
years ago, he testified, and friends 
and acquaintances constantly 
dropped in to chat with him.

Accountant Testifies in Re- 
ceivership Action Against. 
Manufacturers of Railway 
Supplies—Tells of Profits | 
and Losses. 


Payment of more than $200,000 
bonuses and expense ‘money in nine 
years to A. H. Handlan, president, 
and his brother, Edward H. Hand- 


lan, vice-president of the Handlan- 
Buck Manufacturing Co., was 
shown by testimony this afternoon 
in the receivership suit against the 
company. The witness was An- 
thony E. Good, an accountant, who 
made an audit of the firm. 

Good’s figures’ showed that the 
firm, which manufactures ratlroad 
supplies, made profits in 1922, 1923 
and 1926-29, inclusive, and showed 
losses in 1924, 1925, 1930 and 1931. 
The highest year’s profit was $78,- 
106’ in 1923, and the highest year’s 
loss was $60,727 in 1931. The loss 
thus far in 1932 is estimated at 

22,875, the witness said. 

From Jan. 31, 1922, to the same 
date in 1931, the accountant tes- 
tified, A. H. Handlan drew $46,700 
in bonuses, the largest amount in 
one year being $10,000 in 1923. He 
drew $37,198 personal expenses, 
$26,840 general expenses and $7518 
traveling expenses. For the same 
period E. R. Handlan drew $27,- 
875 in bonuses, his bonus in 1923 
being $7000; and drew $38,631 for 
personal expenses, $11,289 general 
expenses and $10,547 traveling ex- 
penses. These figures did not in- 
clude the salaries of the two. A.

Police Act on Confession of 
Orville Turley at Detroit, 
That He Shot Clyde Bai- 
ley Near St. Louis. 


Police have asked fishermen 
and others along the Mississippi 
River to watch for the body of 


| Clyde Bailey, former convict and 


alleged participant in wire-tapping 
swindles by which telegraph com- 
panies lost about $14,500. 

Bailey was murdered a week 
ago yesterday, according to _ dis- 
patches from Detroit, Mich., and 


| his body thrown into the river from 


the middle span of the free bridge. 
Orville Turley, escaped murderer 
and fellow conspirator of Bailey in 
the wire-tapping frauds, confessed, 
the dispatches said, that he killed 
Bailey when Bailey accused him of 
withholding part of the money ob- 
tained in the swindles. 

Turley, as Leonard Hagey, was 
arrested here the day after he says 
he killed Bailey. Police had been 


informed that he was sought in De- 
troit for obtaining money by false 
pretenses. Fingerpints sent to 
the National Bureau of Identi- 
fication after his rrest resulted in 
establishing that he was Orville 


#| Turley, who killed a woman pro- 


prietor of a Denver .coming house 
in 1922 and escaped from the pen- 
itentiary at Canon City, Colo., 
where he was serving a life term, 
in 1927, 

Carried Body to St. Louis. 

Turley and Bailey left Columbus, 
O., together last week after the ar- 
rest there of Mrs. Florence Hadley, 
who had assisted them in their 
wire-tapping swindles. Somewhere 
in Illinois, about 30 miles from 
East St. Louis, Turley admitted, 
yesterday, he shot and killed 
Baliey. 

Aimlessly Turley drove for 12 
hours, according to his confess:on, 
with the dead man in the automo- 
bile beside him, and entered St. 
Louis by the Free Bridge about 3 
a. m. Friday, pausing on the middle 
span to drop the body into the 
river. Bailey, about 30 years old, 
had heen convicted of iranslaugh- 
ter in Ohio in 1922 for killing his 
wife. He was paroled in 1925. 

Reaching St. Louis, Turley went 
to the Lincoln Hotel, 2326 Olive 
street,. where he was arrested soon 
after his arrival. In his automo- 
bile police found a loaded pistol 
and an outfit of lineman’s tools. 

Confronted last Saturday by offi- 
cials of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. from Detroit. Turley, 4 
former employe of the company, 
admitted his part in the wire-tap- 
ping swindles. Questioned concern- 
ing the whereabouts of Bailey, 
he said Bailey had continued on to 
Nashville, Tenn. 

Awaits Return to Colorado. 

He was returned to Detroit Sun- 
day, when he waived extradition. 
After his identification as an es- 
caped murderer, he waived extra- 
dition to Colorado, and officers 
from that State were on their way 
to Detroit to return him to the 
Canon City penitentiary when he 
confessed the murder of Bailey in 
Illinois. He will be held in Detroit 
until’ a decision is reached on 
whether to prosecute him for the 
murder of Bailey. 

Mrs. Hadley offered to plead 
guilty to a charge of obtaining 
money by false pretenses yesterday 
in Detroit, but the Court rejected 
her offer and set the case down 
for trial. 

The plan of the swindlers, ac- 
cording to Turley’s confession, was 
to tap telegraph wires in outlying 
districts and send fake money or- 
ders which were cashed by Mrs. 
Hadley. Turley and Bailey were 
both former employes of the West- 
ern Union Co. and familiar with the 
code used in _ transmitting such 
messages. 

Escaped Gallows in ae 

When Turley was tried for mur- 
der in Denver in 1922 he escaped 
the gallows through the testimony 
of alienists who swore he was suf- 
fering from an incurable mental 
discase and would not live more 
than a year. : 

As a member of the prison band 
he went to isugo, Colo., to give a 
concert in 1927 and eseaped with 
two fellow prisoner A few days 
later -they invaded. the isolated 
cabin of a rancher’s wife, demand- 
ing food. The woman fainted, and 
when she revfved found her -right 
hand had been pinned to the floor 
by an ice pick driven through the 
palm. She identified a picture of 
Turley as the leader of the group. 


ALDERMEN GET BILL TO CUT 
CITY TAX ON CHAIN STORES 


A bill to repeal the heavy tax on 
chain stores and to substitute in- 
stead a flat tax of $25 on each 
store after the first in a chain, was 
introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men today by Alderman Waldman. 

Waldman said the chain store 
tax recently passed by the board, 
which levies a tax graduated up to 
$250 on some stores, would be the 
subject of long, drawh-out litiga- 
tion and would produce no revenue 
for months to come, while the 
chains, he thought, would accept 
the substitute tax without dispute.

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FAVORS REGULATING 
HOLDING COMPANIES 


Power Board Head Says They 
Are Often Paper Transac- 
tions to Concentrate Profits. 


By the Associated Press. ; 

NEW YORK, June 24.—George 
Otis Smith, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, thinks that 
“in financial policy and financing 
methods, too many directors of 


public utilities have disregarded 
their obligations to society in gen- 
eral and to the investing public in 
particular.” 

“As never before, the recognition 
of these public obligations would 
now seem the better policy,” Smith 
declared in an article in the Maga- 
zine of Wall Street. 

“The losing fight of the public 
utilities against regulation has con- 
tinued for a quarter of a century. 
Why do power interests ocdupy one 
trench after another in their re- 
treat? They are only furnishing 
added excuse, if not indeed some 
reason, for continued attacks in 
the ‘holy war’ against private own- 
ership. 

“They should appreciate that 
public regulation is the only effec- 
tive bulwark of private operation. 
Prompt compliance with orders of 
regulatory commissions is a prac- 
tical business-like method of ad-- 
mitting the existence of a commun- 
ity of interest with the public.” 

Dangers of P ° 

Smith’s article says the holding 
company is “often merely a paper 
transaction for concentrating prof- 
its.” He warns that sharp distinc- 
tion should be made between op- 
erating companies, which actually 
produce and sell power and are 
“thoroughly solvent,” and holding 
companies which often control 
many utilities through stock pur- 
chase and pyramiding. 

“Everyday observation teaches 
us,” Smith says, “that it is exces- 
sive height that causes structures 
to topple, whereas broadening the 
base increases stability.” Exces- 
sive height is gained by holding 
companies through pyramiding, 
while strength comes from perfect- 
ing physical plant and structure. 

“Simplification of corporate 
structure is the policy now being 
put into practice; indeed, a pro- 
posed move by one of the major 
systems, now in difficulty, was 
earlier reported to be the elimina- 
tion of subsidiary and intermediary 
holding companies—unfortunately 
a too tardy realization of economic 
weakness. 

Need for . 

“Holding companies have mani- 
festly suffered from lack of regu- 
lation, as compared with their op- 
erating companies, which were un- 
der State jurisdiction. 

“Recent moves by holding com- 
panies to simplify corporate struc- 
ture and even to submit their con- 
tracts to the restraining influence 
of publicity will do much to restore 
confidence; and the accelerated en- 
deavor of operating companies to 
put their economic houses in the 
best of order will effect a general

Nine years of research to prove 
this was made public today by Mel- 
lon Institute and the University of 
Pittsburgh at a sectional meeting 
of the International Association for 
The findings 


Dental Research. 
were presented by Dr. H. E. Frie- 
ecll, dean of the university’s school 
of dentistry, and Dr. J. J. Enright 
of the institute. 

In teeth extracted and preserved 
in jars they artificially produced 
cavities which could not be dis- 
tinguished from natural decay in 
the mouth. This was caused with 
acids such as normally occur in the 
mouth. 

Lactobacillus, out of 23 kinds of 
mouth germs, was far the most po- 
tent acid maker and tooth wrecker. 
Applying these findings to human 
beings, they reduced in one year 
the average new tooth decay by 66 
per cent with mouth prophylaxis, 
which cut down “massive lactobac- 
cill infection of the dental zone.”’ 

They learned that mouth acids 
do not cause decay until their 
strength is nearly that of sour milk. 
Incidentally, they found that luck 
explains why teeth which are not 
cleaned sometimes acquire immu- 
nity. Cavities do start, but become 
infiltrated with an organic sub- 
stance which acids cannot dissolve. 

These findings answer a recent 
school of dental thought which 
maintains “that local and environ- 
mental factors play no part, or only 
a minor role, in thé causation) of 
toothe decay and that our only 
hope of combating Caries success- 
fully is through proper diet.” 

“These studies have shown,” the 
announcement continues, “that at- 
tention to a properly balanced diet 
is of the greatest moment’ while 
the teeth are being formed and 
before they are erwpted, and of 
secondary importance thereafter. 
The expectant mother, by begin- 
ning to eat a plentiful supply of 
the protective foods, such as fresh 
fruits, vegetables, dairy products 
or preparations containing vitamins 
A and D in the early months of 
the gestation period, and by mak- 
ing certain that the essentials of 
these foods are available to her 
child until its permanent teeth are 
fully erupted, will be rewarded 
with the discovery that her child’s 
teeth are less subject to attacks of 
decay by the acids of fermen- 


tation.”

YALE. HARVARD 
SPLIT FIRST 2 
REGATTA RACES 


By the Atsoc‘ated Press. 

NEW LONDON, Conn., June 24. 
— Stroked by a leather muscled 
young dynamo, “Gus” Parker, a 
surprisingly powerful Harvard 
junior varsity, swept through the 
wind-swept waters of the Thames 
this morning to conquer a highly 
favored Yale eight, atone for the 
earlicr defeat of the Crimson 
freshmen. 

The result scrambled the dope 
completely for the four-mile var- 
sity climax of the ancient regatta 
this evening. 

The Yale freshmen pulled to a 
surprisingly decisive three lengths 
victory over a crimson boatload 
that was rated its equal. Over- 
coming a quarter-lencth margin, 
Harvard opened at the start, the 
Eli youngsters raced steadily away, 
increasing the lead at each quarter 
until two full lengths of open water 
showed at the finish. 

Even more surprising, however, 
was the conquest of the Harvard 
junior varsity that completely up- 
set the “dope.” Never relinquish- 
ing a lead gained at the start, and 
rowing a typical Harvard “front 
race,”” Parker stroked a fresh crew 
to a full length victory over a Yale 
eight that was badly washed out 
at the finish. John Atwood of 
Springfield, Mass., No. 5 in the 
Yale boat, collapsed at the finish. 

Harvard’s time for the mile and 
a half in the junior varsity victory 
was 8 minutes 3-5*seconds. Yale 
was clocked in 8:05 1-5. The fresh- 
man times were considerably slow- 
er, Yale winning in 8:16 1-5, with 
Harvard time in 8:30 4-5.

workers in Moscow. 

The price has been increased 
from 10 to 15 cents a pound in the 
Torgsin stores, which take only for- 
eign money. In the ration stores 
the price remains unchanged at 
21% cents a pound. Soviet citi- 
zeas of Moscow can not buy candy 
despite the recent removal of con- 
fectioneries from the ration cate- 
gory, indicating that candy manu- 
facturers are feeling the shortage. 

No figures are available on last 
year's sugar beet production, but 
the newspapers acknowledge that 
there were enormous losses through 
carelessness in many sections and 
because of damage by insects.

BiG CROWDS GREET 
MISSOURI RIVER 
INSPECTION PARTY 


Hundreds Line Shores 
Along Route to Jefferson 
City, Which Takes Place 
Among Ports. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

ON BOARD THE GENERAL 
ASHBURN, June  24.—Jefferson 
City, hundreds of miles from any 
sea, was initiated last night among 
the ports of the world. 

More than 500 persons waited at 
the Missouri River landing when 
the whistles of the Mark Twain and 


General Ashburn stirred echoes 
awakened by few steamboats, in 
malry years. Apparently as many 
persons were gathered up the hill, 
in the shadow of the towering 
capitol, and hundreds more met 
Secretary of War Hurley, Major- 
General T. Q. Ashburn, Col. George 
R. Spalding and others of the in- 
spection party at dinner at Jeffer- 
son City Country Club. 

And yet all these hundreds were 
probably fewer than those who, 
during the day, 
50 miles of majestic bluffs and 
smiling farm lands, had greeted the 
steamers as forerunners of the 
fleet which, within 10 months, may 
become “a common place on this 
great river. Villages brought to the 
water front more than double their 
normal population, and every 
woodland road that ran down to 
the river was lined by parked auto- 
mobiles and brightened by waving 


flags.

welcome of Missouri,, and its grati- 
tude for the works which, against 
the prophesy of expert and com- 
moner, have made its river usable.

Shelters for Women. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
EPLYING to the letter of June 21, 
signed “One of Them,” there are now 
two shelters in St. Louis for homeless 
women between‘the ages of 40 and 60; 
one for white omen at 4360 Washing- 
ton, the other for colored ‘men at 3533 
Lawton. 

These shelters, the first of their kind 
in the country, so fare is known, were 
founded by Mrs. Mary E. Ryder, presi- 
dent ef the Joint Council of Women's 
Auxiliaries, as a result of a survey she 
mmade im St. Louis im November, 1930. 
Mrs. Ryder discovered that the destitute 
woman over 40 presented the most piti- 
ful case of any age or sex. Thrown on 
“the scrap heap of industry at an age 
when even nature is unkin¢ te her,” she 
was overlooked in all community relief 
programs—largely because custom and 
habit and a natural timidity prohibited 
her from displaying her misery in public 
as men and boys have always done. Few 
people even knew that she existed. She 
was, as Mrs. Ryder pointed out, “the 
preblem the world forgot.”

First of all, it is a significant fact that, 
taking into account all companies studied, 
the highest average rate of earnings for the 
20-year period is found in the smallest size- 
group, including companies with invest- 
ments less than $2,000,000 each. 

second, of the nine industrial classifica- 
tions made, highest average rates of earn- 
ings were found in the smallest size-group, 
including companies with investments be- 
low $2,000,000, ia five of the nine industria] 
classes: chemicals, automobiles, petroleum, 
iron and steel, and miscellaneous. 

Third, in five of the nine industrial clas- 
sifications there is apparently a definite re- 
lationship betwecn amount of investment 
and long-time rate of earnings, with aver- 
age earning rates decreasing as investment 
is increased. 

The fourth set of findings is particulariy 
interesting from the standpoint of the so- 
called “advantages of large-scale produc- 
tion.” It was secured by comparing the 
rates of earnings of all companies with in- 
vestment exceeding a certain arbitrarily de- 
yrmined figure. with all companies having 
lower investment totals. Several such com- 
parisons were made with the dividing line 
between large and smaili variously being set 
at $25,000,000, $10,000,000, $5,000,000 and 
$2,000,600. Companies with lew invest- 
ment show higher average earning rates 
than those with high investm=nt, regardiess 
of the dividing line between the twe groups. 

No matter where the dividing line is set, 
small companies, with only four exceptions, 
show higher rates of earning than large, 
when considered by industries. If an in- 
vestment of $25,000,000 is used as the point 


dividing lime is fixed at $2,000,000, the 
smaller companies show higher average 
earnings in each of the nine industria] fields.

PLANNING THE MENU: 
RECIPES FOR WEEK 


Meals Must Be More Than 
Mere Snacks No Matter 
How Hot It Is. 


How do you fee] about eating in 
hot weather? Sume people look 
upon it as rather a task and are 
frequently heard to exclaim that 
‘it is really too hot to eat, let’s 
not bother with food—just take a 
shack.” On the other hand, there 
are some who look forward with 
interest to hot weather meals and 
enjoy them. It all seems to be in 
the'types of food that are chosen, 
and in the way they are seasoned 
and flavored. 

Planning meals from the inter- 
est standpoint pays at any time of 
year, and is especially important 
in summer. That is why we re- 
joice in the bountiful supply spread 
out for our choice in the markets 
—sweet corn, succulent pods of 
young okra, home-grown garden 
tomatoes, the dainty green chard, 
juicy ripe peaches, delicious pink 
watermelon, to say nothing of 
cantaloupe, honey dew and cas- 
saba melons, golden Bartlett pears, 
the juicy little mellow Seckle 
pears, plums, grapes—the list is 
almost endless. 

The foods are there to choose 
from, and on that choice depends 
the interest your family will take 
in the meals you plan, and the 
enjoyment of them. 

In the week’s menues, published 
today in this section, we have 
tried to make meals interesting 
and varied, and yet not too great 
a burden on the home cook. 


Eggplant a la Creole. 


Slice a medium-sized eggplant 
crosswise. Peel and cut into inch 
dice. Cook in hoiling, salted wa- 
ter for 10 minutes, drain and put 
into a buttered baking dish. Melt 
three tablespoons butter, add three 
tablespoons flour and _ stir until 
blended. Then add three large to- 
matoes, peeled and sliced, one 
small green pepper, shredded (dis- 
carding the seeds), one small on- 
ion thinly sliced, one teaspoon salt, 
a small piece of bayleaf and two 
whole cloves. Cook for five min- 
utes, then pour over the eggplant 
and cover the top with a thin lay- 
er of buttered bread crumbs. Bake 
in a-moderate oven for 30 minutes. 
Serve hot. 

Pineapple Ice Box Pudding. 

Beat the yolks of three eggs un- 
til light colored, add one-half cup 
sugar, the grated rind and the 
juice of one lemon and one-fourth 
teaspoon salt. Stir over hot water 
until thickened to the consistency 
of very thick cream. Remove from 
the fire, and add two-thirds cup 
wel] drained, crushed, canned pine- 
apple. Whip the whites of the eggs 
and add one-half cup powdered su- 
gar; fold these into the egg yolk 
mixture. Line a buttered bread 
pan with lady fingers or strips of 
sponge cake placed close together. 
Pour in half the filling, cover with 
lady fingers or sponge cake, add 
the rest of the filling and a top 
layer of cake. Chill in the ice box 
over night or for six to eight hours. 
Turn out on a platter and serve 
plain or with whipped cream or a 
pineapple sauce made from the rest 
of the crushed pineapple and the 
juice. 

. Nut Bread. 

Mix and sift two cups wheat 
flour, one cup whole wheat flour, 
two tablespoons sugar, five tea- 
spoon baking powder, one teaspoon 
salt. Beat two eggs, and mix with 
one and one-fourth cups milk and 
one-fourth cup molasses. Stir this 
into the flour mixture, add one- 
third cup melted shortening and 
beat hard for a minute. Stir in 
one cup coarsely chopped nut 
meats and pour into a large, 
greased bread pan. Let,stand at 


then bake in a moderate oven for 
40 to 45 minutes. Let stand 24 
hours before slicing. 

Veal Casserole. 

Shoulder chops, lamb _ shanks, 
lean breast of lamb or any of the 
forequarter cuts may be satisfac- 
torily used. Have the meat cut in 
even shaped pieces for serving. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
flour, allowing two pounds shoul- 
der chops, or two and one-half 
pounds of any of the other cuts for 
six servings. Brown the meat ina 
little hot fat in a frying pan, then 
remove to a deep baking dish. 
Surround with two cups mixed raw 
vegetables—sliced -onions, diced 
carrots, potatoes, white or yellow 
turnips, celery, etc.—sprinkle the 
vegetables with salt. Pour one- 
half cup boiling water into the 
baking dish, cover closely and bake 
in a moderate oven for two hours 
until the meat is tender. Thicken 
gravy with a little flour mixed with 
cold water when the meat is done. 
Meat cooked in this way makes an 
inexpensive and very palatable 
dish. 

Pineapple-Rhubarb Oonserve. 

Slice and peel a small ripe pine- 
apple, chop fine and put in a 
saucepan with three pounds sliced 
young rhubarb, the grated or 
chopped rind of one lemon and one 
orange, three and one-half, pounds 
sugar and one pound chopped rai- 
sins. Let stand an hour to partly 
dissolve the sugar, then cook, stir- 
ring frequently, for 40 minutes, or 
until the conserve is as thick as 
marmalade, or until a little of the 
mixture thickens when dropped on 
a cold plate. Pour into sterilized 
jelly glasses, and seal wtih melted 
paraffin.

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MAKE ENOUGH DOUGH 
FOR WEEK OF ROLLS 


Basic hehe pi and Pecan Varia- 
tion Are Given. 


This is a fine recipe for any time 
of year, but especially for now, as 
the dough may be kept in the re- 
frigerator for as long as a week, 
baking up a little of it at a time as 
it is needed. Keep the bowl cov- 
ered while in the refrigerator and 
allow about two hours, or a little 
less if the day is very warm, for 
the dough to rise after removing 
and shaping. 

Basic Recipe. 

Scald two cups milk, add one- 
half cup sugar, three tablespoons 
butter or shortening and one tea- 
spoon salt. Cool until luke warm, 
then stir in two well beaten eggs 
and two yeast cakes dissolved in 
one-quarter cup luke warm water. 
Stir in four cups flour to make a 
stiff batter, beating it until smooth, 
then gradually add enough more 
flour to make a dough that can 
just be kneaded without sticking to 
the fingers. Knead for a minute 
or two, shape in a ball and put in a 
lightly greased bowl. Put at once 
in the refrigerator and let stand 
over night. Use as much.of the 
dough for rolls or buns, pecan rolls, 
cinnamon buns, coffee cakes, etc., 
as you wish, keeping the rest in the 
ice box.

Pecan Rolls. 

Take out about one-third of the 
dough, place on a floured board 
and roll out in an oblong sheet 
about one-quarter inch thick. 
Spread lightly with butter and 
sprinkle with light brown sugar, 
cinnamon and one-quarter cup 
.raisins. Roll up like a jelly role 
and cut down in slices an inch 
thick. Grease a wide bread pan 
and sprinkle with a thick layer of 
brown sugar.

Preparing Berries. 


Blueberries take some time to 
prepare, unless the berries are very 
large and fresh. For the ordinary 
run of berries, the quickest way to 
clean them is to first pick them 
over to remove any soft or mashed 
berries, then put all the good ones 
in a large bowl and cover with 
cold water. Let stand for a few 
minutes, and the leaves and loose 
stems will come to the surface of 
the water and may be skimmed off.

Drain the berries, cover with fresh 
‘cold water, stir gently and let 
stand again for x minute. This 
process loosens the few remaining 
bits or stems, and the berries are 
ready to drain and use as desired.

Pastry, four cups blueberries, 
one cup sugar, one tablespoon 
flour, one tablespoon butter. 

Line a pie plate with pastry. Put 
in berries and ..dd sugar with 
which flour has been mixed.

Peanut butter has many uses not 
generally understood. A peanut but- 
ter cake is a toothsome novelty and 
it is good in a frozen salad. 

Peanut butter and raisins spread 
on ham before baking give it an en- 
tirely new and luscious flavor. 

Peanut Butter on Ham. 

Boil a medium sized standard 
ham, remove the rind and leave a 
nice thick layer of fat covering the 
entire ham. Take a jar of peanut 


butter and a box of seedless raisins. 


Run the raisins through a meat 
chopper, mix with the pednut but- 
ter into an even paste and spread 
over the entire ham in about one- 
half inch thickness. Cover the ham 
with bread crumbs, stud with cloves 
and bake for about an hour, bast- 
ing very frequently with a mixture 
of cider and a little of the liquor 
the ham was boiled in. 
Frozen Peanut Butter Salad. 

One cup peanut butter, one cup 
cream cheese, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter teaspoon paprika, 
one-half cup green pepper (finely 
chopped), one-half cup pimiento 
(finély chopped), three-quarter cup 
salad dressing, one-half cup thick 
cream (whipped). 

Cream together peanut butter, 
cream cheese, salt and paprika. 
Add finely chopped green pepper, 
pimiento, salad dressing and whip- 
ped cream. Cut and fold with a 
spatula until thoroughly blended 
Pack mixture in a mold and chill 
in coldest part of refrigerator for 
three hours. Serve on bed of crisp 
lettuce and garnish with finely 
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eanuts and mayonnaise.

One-third cup peanut putter, one

REACHED THIS MONTH 


More’ Varieties and Lower 
Prices Than Ever Known 
Before in Market History. 


Fresh fish from all parts of the 
country is pouring into St. Louis 
just now and never before have 
prices been so low. 

Oregon salmon at 30 cents a 
pound; lake trout from the Great 
Lakes at 25 cents a pound, and 
red snapper from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico at 25 cents a pound, are among 
the outstanding bargains. 

Then there are fresh shrimp at 
20 cents a pound, which is about 
half of what it was a year ago; 
jumbo frog legs at 35 cents and 
baby lobster at 50c a pound—both 
big reductions, also. 

Lake perch, blue pike, black bass, 
the less well-known white bass and 
catfish are also profuse now. 

More Fish Used. 

St. Louis women buy about 36 
per cent more fresh fish now than 
they did two or three years ago, a 
well-known dealer stated this week. 
This is due, he believes, largely 
to increased confidence in the qual- 
ity of fish offered and the sanitary 
and attractive markets. 

Another factor he said was that 
fish could be bought, carefullly 
cleaned ready for the pan and cut 
in any desired filet or slice. Cour- 
teous co-operation from the man 
behind the counter, who is willing 
to advise on best methods of cook- 
ing many kinds of fish, also helps.

SUMMER TEMPERATURE 


Many Fruit and Other Flavors 
for Cooling Bev- 
erages. 


The hotter the weather, the bet- 
ter cool, frosty drinks are, and the 
more need for increasing .e€ sup- 
ply you make. Keep in mind, 
though, that not all cold drinks are 
necessarily cooling ones. Very sweet 
mixtures, no matter how chilled 
they may be, do nc: ~ench thirst 


to any extent, and very sweet ice 
cream sodas, cold as they may taste 
going down, really supply quite a 
large amount of heat to the body 
supply. Sugar and cream, the es- 
sential ingredients im ice cream, 
have considerable fuel value, and 
when used in addition to the regu- 
lar food supply, mean that you are 
stoking your bod, fires with just 
that much more heat-making ma- 
terial. Ice cream is a fine food, 
but keep it for meal times, or for 
a light lunch, and use fruit juices, 
fruit sherbets and ices in between 
times. 

Many people think that it is ex- 
pensive to keep on hand the “‘mak- 
ings’’ for a number of cold, frosty 
drinks at home. However, it can 
be an expensive process if you wish 
to make it so, but it can also be 
just as inexpensive as you wish. 
Fresh or canned fruit juices, home- 
made syrups, and ice are the really 
necessary ingredi-nts; to these may 
be added ginger ale or other car- 
bonated beverages, fresh mint for 
garnishing, an Orange or two, fresh 
limes occasionally, and lemons 
nearly always. 

Malted milk combines with many 
flavors to make delicious and pop- 
ular drinks that are likewise nu- 
tritious enough to form the main 
part of a light and quick lunch. 

Use Sugar Syrup. 

For sweetening fruit combina- 
tions use a plain sugar syrup in- 
stead of sugar. To make it, boil 
two cups granulated sugar and one 
cup water together for five min- 
utes. Cool, pour into a jar and 
keep in a cold place.

John Raymond Eaves Revaives 
Minimum Sentence- on 
Seven Charges. 


John Raymond Eaves, the “shorts 
burglar,” who confessed about 40 


holdups and burglaries after he 
was captured April 22, pleaded 
guilty to two charges of robbery 
with a deadly weapon and five of 
first-degree burglary before Cir- 
cuit Judge Ossing today. He was 
sentenced to 15 years in prison, the 
minimum under the indictments. 

He will serve 10 years for rob 
bery and five years for burglary. 
The Henry law provides a mini- 
mum punishment of 10 years for 
robbery with a deadly weapon and 
a maximum of death. The mini- 
mum penalty for first-degree bur- 
giary is five years = the maxi- 
mum 20. 

Eaves, who is 21 wate old, lives 
at 4108A Botanical avenue.

For the first 
time during the evening she forgot 
all about etiquette and addressed 
her husband by his little name,

“My dear doctor,” said a titled 
lady of wide acquaintances, “with 
all due respect to the miracles of 
modern science, I really cannot see 
how the men of your profession 
could stop the nihilists from throw- 
ing bombs in the direction pointed 
out by our great Dictator...” 

The last remark referred to Gen. 
Loris-Melikoff, whose conciliatory 


policies had aroused a storm of in- }- 


dignation in the ranks of the un- 
employed statesmen and the un- 
recognized saviors of the country. 
His spectacular career provided an 
inexhaustible topic for the fash- 
ionable tea parties. A brave com- 
mander of an army corps and an 
assistant of my father during the 
Russian-Turkish War in 1877-1878, 
he was described by the whisperers 
as the Man Friday of Princess You- 
rievskaya. Appointed to a post 
equivalent in importance to that of 
Prime Minister of England, he en- 
joyed the unlimited confidence of 
the Czar but his deep affection for 
the sovereign, no doubt, handi- 
capped his actions: in a death-fight 
with the forces of anarchy he con- 
stantly kept in mind the pathetic 
vision of a pair of lovers in the 
Winter Palace begging him to pro- 
long their short moments of hap- 
pinesa. The classical phrase about 
a man who knows the better way 
but prefers to follow the worst 
would have perfectly fitted the 
plight of this honest soldier. After 
a long period of hesitancy, he de- 


cided to take the advice of a wom- 


towns where the daily papers were 
printed, the whole empire lived on 
rumors, and the grapevine tele- 
graph provided the 'only channel 
for the spreading of political news. 
A well-known leader of the radical 
intelligentsia, Feodor Rodicheff, 
wrote in his memoirs that each 
time an important official was 
killed by the nihilistse in the capi- 
tal, the villagers reacted by burn- 
ing the estate of a family suspect- 
ed of revolutionary sympathies. 

A cynical ruler could have easily 
used this singular mentality of the 
peasants for the purpose of up- 
holding the principle of absolute 
monarchy, but the graduates of the 
Imperial Military Academy never 
were taught the fine art of gov- 
ernmental cynicism. On the eve 
of the New Year of 1881 Gen. 
Loris-Melikoff placed on the desk 
of the Czar a project of radical re- 
forms, which borrowed most of its 
ideas from the constitution of En- 
gland and France. |

and the uncertainty of Princess 
Yourievskaya’s position had de- 
prived the court of its pleasures for 
several years, so now the Emperor 
gave orders to arrange a magnif- 
icent state ball 

The enormous halis of the Winter 
Palace—so high that one could not 
see the celilings—were decorated

T Princess Yourievskaya accom- 

panied by the elder grand 
dukes and the dignitaries of the 
court, gave the signal for the com- 
mencement of the ball. According 
to the etiquette it started with the 
polonaise, the Czar walking in the 
first pair with the wife of the heir 
apparent—a concession he had 
agreed to at the very last moment 
—and the grand dukes following 
in the order of priority. As there 
were not enough grand duchesses 
to be paired with the younger mem- 
bers of the imperial family, I had 
to dance with an elderly lady-in- 
waiting who remembered the child- 
hood of my father. 

As the clock struck midnight the 
dancing stopped and the Czar led 
the procession, in the same order 
as before, to the supper-tablea. 
There was considerable speculation 
as to whether Princess Yourievs- 
kaya would actually sit down or 
follow the tradition of the sover- 
éeigns who always remained stand- 
ing, walking from table to table 
and talking to the guests. To the 
utmost consternation of my dancing 
partner she did accompany the Em- 
peror on his rounds of hospitality, 
but her face was twitching and her 
lips were tightly drawn.
